Sheriff HenflU-y on thruo indictments 
ciiHrsiun him with boiuy an accessory 
nflor tliLifuctot murder, in haiboring mid 
H«si?(ini{ Kvaus i-nd Koutajr, the train 
robbera. 


Mooro waa arrested oiicuon this cbargo 


Borne time ago, but liio oxauimtitkm was 
deferred in order to give tho ttrend jury, 
which wae Boon to meet, an opportunity 
of investigating his case. In th« mean,- 
tiino lie was permitted to go ou bull. 


Ilia arraignment took place yesterday 


moriiii B before Judge lioluien. Mooro 
was represented by Attorney N. O. Cold- 
well. Ho was Riven until next Morday 
to plead. Judge Harris had fixed bio 
bond nt $10,000 on the first indictment 
and $2000 each ou the second and third. 
Judge Ilohnea reduced these euina to 
?;1000( iflOOO and $1000, respectively. 
Moore spent the entire afternoon in 
hunting bondsmen and at a late hoar 
Inst evening had furnished the required 
bonds. 


The indictments contain the same 


erfftoiaont o£ facts with the exception of 
tho name of the person to whose murder 
he was anacceseory after the fact, which 
ia different in each. The first indictment 
HHegestbat on August 7, 1892, Ohm 
Evans and John Son tag wilfully, un- 
lawfully, feloniously and with malice 
aforethought killed Oacar Beaver at Tu- 
lare; aud that thereafter, ou September 
10th, and at sundry other times, Clark 
Moore, well knowing that Evans and 
jjontag had committed murder, wilfully 
feloniously harbored, maintained, as- 
sisted and protected eflid Sontag and 
Evans. 


In the se'ond indictment the murder 


to which Moore is alleged to have been 
accessory after tho fact ia that ol Vernon 
G. Wilson, and in tho third indictment 
Andrew McGinnis, both killed by the 
rain robbora at Sampson Flat on Scp- 
ombei' 12th.
